Members of the Everton 
teain are back in Beatleland 
on the banks of the Mersey 
and it will be a long time 
before either th players or 
their football arts ana 
crafts are forgotten by all 
those fortunate to see 
them, 


But don’t let’s overdo it, 
Everton is not the be-all and 
end-all of Soccer. 


We Australians are much 
too prone to exaggerate the 
abililies of players in visit- 
ing teams — to give them 
too much hero-worship. We 
are also much too ready to 
decry the worth of our own 
players, 

In short, when it comes 
to Soccer against top-class 
visiting sides, our players. 
and we enthusiasts, tend to 
develop an unjustified infer- 
jority complex. 

Agreed, the standard of 
play in Australia has to 
improve. We know that full 


well. And there are many 
phases in the overall ad- 


ministration that needs im- 
provement too, But Aus- 
tralian Soccer is not so poor 


as many would have us be- 


lieve because of Everton’s 
superiority — a superiority 
that was expected before 
Roy Vernon and his team 
arrived here, 


That superiority was not 
‘great as many had 
anticipated, 


The players who faced 
Everton did a grand job. 
But the Australian Soccer 
Federation set them an im- 
pected part-time players to 
pace it with fully-trained, 
and _better-trained, and 
much better coached pro- 
fessionals.
